Early attempt by the traction com- 
pany to start street cars in Fort Wayne, 
following the tie-up since early morn- 
ing, was forecasted Monday afternoon 
when representatives 
of the 
company 
appealed to city authorities asking as- 
surance of adequate police protection in 
that event. 
Members of the newly-or- 
ganized union declined to go to work 
Monday morning following the refusal 
of the company to sign articles of agree- 
ment recognizing the union. 


President James M. Barrett, of the 
traction company, made the appeal to 
Mayor Hosey. 
After he nad stated his 
case the mayor assured him the police 
could be depended upon to do their duty 
in an effort to maintain peace and pre- 
vent unlawful disturbance. 
Within a 
short time a meeting of the board of 
public safety was called for 3 o'clock to 
canvass the situation. 


At 2 o'clock Monday afternoon the 
mayor addressed the members of the 
union in the headquarters of the Federa- 
tion of Labor in Harmony hall on West 
Berry street. 
He urged the inen to do 
nothing for which they would have any 
regrets in the future. The mayor spoke 
to the trainmen at the request of Clay- 
ton Johnson, of the Federation of Labor, 
and was introduced by him. 


Tie-Up Near 
Complete. 


The tie-up of the city lines is prac- 
tically ronipk'te, only an occasional car 
being in operation on the various lines. 
It began early 
Monday morning when 
motcrmen and conductors

take out their cars for the day as 
further step in their fight for recogni-

New York, Sept. 27.—Tlie Rockefeller 
Foundation, in making public its annual 
report, covering the time to the end of 


1914, tells what has been accomplished 
by its international health commission 
in mitigating the ravages of the hook- 
worm disease in tropical countries. 
The 
report says the relief and control of 
the disease is an undertaking of enor- 
mous magnitude, as the infection belts 
the globe in a zone on both sides of the 
equator sixty-six degrees wide and with 
a population of about 900 million. 


In addition to the work undertaJcen in 
tjie British 
colonies, the commission 
has responded favorably to invitations 
from several 
Central American coun- 
tries, and work has been inaugurated in 


Panama, 
Kicaragua, 
Costa 
Rica 
and 
Guatemala. 


In addition to carrying on its work ia 
foreign 
countries, 
the 
international 
health commission also has undertaken 
to complete the programs of the Rocke- 
feller Sanitary commission for the erad- 
ication of hookworm 
disease 
in 
the 
southern states. 
This program, the re- 
port states, did not contemplate com- 
plete eradication under the supervision 
of the sanitary commission, but aimed 
rather at a comprehensive demonstra- 
tion in each state, first of the presencQ 
of the disease and secondly, of the meth- 
od of treating and preventing it.

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Settle It Quickly. 


It has been a good many years since Fort Wayne has been im- 
fortunate enough to find itself' in the throes of a street railway 
Strike. There was the hope,on every hand that the traction author- 
ities and their employes might be able to compose their differences 
and avert the actual break that has impended for some days and that 
finally came early Monday morning. 


It is certain, of course, that each faction involved in the trouble 
cherishcs a firm conviction that it is right' and that it is fully justi- 
fied in the course it is taking. That is always trac in labor disturb- 
ances as in other differences of human kind. Neither is able to ad- 
mit the justice of the other's contenVon, and each is unquestionably 
honest in the light of its own viewpoint. 


Without entering into a discussion of the merits of the present 
ease, the clear duty of both the company and the employes is to 
bend efforts toward a speedy settlement of the differences, to the end 
that normal car service may be restored to the public and that men 
may return to the task of earning a livelihood for themselves^ and 
their families, without annoyance and without stigma of any sort. 


Let it not be forgotten that the public, after all, is the chief suf- 
fer ef ill the disagreement, and that, too, without responsibility an,d 
through no fault of its OAvn. Thousands of people arc put fo hard- 
ship and inconvenience, business is interrupted and the effect: of traf- 
fic demoralization is general. In the interest of the public, in the in- 
terest of the city, let there be an early settlement of the differences. 


Indianapolis has just begun the observance of a rather unique 
event which it terms Neighborly fv'eek, in which there is to be an ef- 
fort upon the part of charity organization society and kindred organ- 
izations to enlist a wider public interest in and support for .co-opera- 
tive social work. The purpose is primarily to rally the helpers and to 
bring into greater effectiveness the spirit of service which often fails 
because it lacks unification. This world is full of people who are 
moved by good impulses- who desire to help their unfortunate fellows 
and who would gladly be of service, if they knew just how to do so. 
Neighborly week should go far toward putting into practical and 
Bystematie effect a good deal of very fine effort that is now all but 
wasted because it is misdirected. 


Pittsburg, which has managed to remain quiescent for a consid- 
erable space of time, has burst into the limelight with some promis- 
ing allegations of wholesale frauds in' the primaries. 
Police are 
guarding the ballot boxes to forestall any attempt at tinkering with 
Lhe returns until the courts get the machinery of investigation into 
operation, and the revelations promise to involve men of more or less 
prominence. The past year or two. has witnessed some rather remark- 
able awakening of public conscience in many quarters regarding 
election frauds. Courts are manifesting a pronounced disposition to 


Bend to prison men who perpetrate vote frauds, and crookedness of 
this sort is clearly going out of fashion in American cities. 


The president sets forth in a recenf letter his belief that in the 
present governmental orgatiization we have all the requisite machin- 
ery for handling the perplexing tariff question precisely as the pro- 
posed tariff commission, advocated in many quarters, would handle 
It. Moreover," if there is anything lacking to giw it effectiveness, 
Mr. Wilson is in favor of supply it. As a matter of fact, this view 
of things may never have occurred to the average tariff expert. We 
have come into the fashion of demanding boards and commissions 
and committees on the slightest provocation, and the habit amounts 
to almost a ruling passion.

Therefore Avhcn the offer is made 
to clean and adjust lights free of charge 
it is not a case of giving something for 
nothing, but 
merely a good business 
move which in the end makes money for 
the Res company. 


Tllii form of service applies to

lights in residences and is thus some- 
what different from the service given to 
the stores and factories, wheré for a 
Email payment each month the company 
sends men at regular intervals to over- 
haul and adjust the lights, supply new 
mantles and broken glassware and make 
other needed repairs. 


In the case of service to residences, 
which is known as request maintenance, 
no charge is made unless new parts are 
required, in which case the parts only 
aré charged for at the regular 
retail 
prices and the time of the men who do 
work shall be done. 


Many persons have hesitated to avail 
themselves of this gas company service, 
perhaps 
from modesty or uncertainty. 
The gag company wishes it known, how- 
ever, that there is no string to its offer, 
but that the calls of representatives to 
inspect and adjust appliances are abso^ 
lutely free and that if any new parts are 
needed the representative will give an 
estimate of the cost and will await the 
consumer's decision as to whether the 
work shall be dose. 


With these facts kept cléarly in mind, 
it is hoped that thousands of consumers

riod, must have been speaking of 
curve ball pitchers when he uttered 
the foregoing. 


The curve ball was discovered a 
half century ago by a twirler on the 
Harvard ball team. 
His name has 
escaped the memory of the writer. 
He proved that such a terrific spin 
could be imparted to a ball that it 
successfully 
resisted 
momentum 
and produced therefore a curve. 


This gentleman's discovery was 
purely in an experimental key for it 
was considered at this time that It 
rould be a breach of collegiate eth- 
ics to curve a baseball and hence de- 
seive a batter. 


If Jim Scott of the Chicago White 
Box, who 
is the best 
curve ball 
pitcher In baseball, should chance 
upon these lines how he will grin. 
Without a curve to deceive a batter 
Jim probably 
would 
be drl-v-ing 
mules in Wichita, Kans.

When the curved ball came gen- 
erally into vogue pitching became 
one of the fine arts, artistically on a 
par with painting, sculpturing, vo- 
calizing, et cetera.

a point of view. But if there is any 
inore artistry to a Mansfieldian pro- 
duction 
of "Beau 
Brummel" than 
there 
is to a 1 to 0 world's

game pitched by Christy Mathewpon, 
the writer is badly mistaken in what 
constitutes the cardinal ingredients 
of art. 


The curve ball made pitching an 
art. Before that, or in the straight 
ball days, pitching was left to some 
husky-shouldered 
athletes 
who 
could propel a ball plate-ward fast- 
er than his fellows. It was, though, 
straight-away throwing with little 
head-work and no subtlety. 


With the curve ball came the 
pitcher's ability to "mix 'em up" and 
today all pitchers' ability, however 
great, is predicated 
upon this ca- 
pacity for "mixing 'em up." 


If batters of the Hans Wagner, Joe 
Jackson type knew positively that a 
pitcher could throw 
nothing over 
the plate except a straight fast one 
they would hit .500 or more each 
season. It is because when they step 
to the bat they must forearm them- 
«elvcs against a "spitter," a curve, a 
fade-away, the "emery ball"—de- 
declared Illegal—the "mud" ball- 
also declared illegal—a fast one, a 
floater, a knuckle ball and a half 
clozen other kind» of delivery that 
the game between the pitcher and 
better immediately becomes one of 
l^uesB and batting averages of cur-

Jim Scott of the Chicago "WW!« 
Sox, Bill James of the Datirolt t i - 
gers, Grover Lowdermilk of the St. 
Louis Browns, Caldwell of the New 
York Kankees and Foster of th« 
Boston Red Sox are curve ball pitch- 
ers of better than average ability. 
These men do not rely on any freak 
delivery to win them their games, 
but stick to the old-style fast one 
and curve. 


Such pitchers are highly esteemed 
by managers for the reason they 
generally last longer than the man 
who depends upon some freak delir- 
ery to win him his game. 


However, it was the curve ball 
which first brought pitching Into th« 
fine arts and all other delWerles ara 
in their essence merely varlatton« 
on the curve that first waa dlscor* 
ered more than 50 years ago-on ths 
campus at Harvard.

Walter Johnson came into the 
league with nothing but a fast one, 
but it was 80 inordinately fast that 
he got by with it.

curve that he became a truly great 
pitcher. His curve today Is as sharp 
angled as anyone's. 


Mathewson can make a ball buck- 
jump through the heart of the plate 
as can Alexander. This fine ability 
to curve a ball, or mix It with their 
fast ones, always with a full quota 
of control, is the secret of the pitch- 


ing success of Mathewson, Alexan- 
der and all masters of thé art. 


"Kickapoo" Summers, erstwhile of 
the Detroit Tigers, had neither a 
tood curye nor a fast one, but he 
brought into the league a knuckle- 
ball that made him a sensational 
baseball pitcher for a few seasons. 


This knuckle ball was produced by 
pressing the flngernails and knuc- 
kles of the first two fingers of the 
pitching hand against the ball and 
letting the spheroid slip off these 
points when delivered., The "jump" 
produced by such delivery Is amaz- 
ing. 


^Elmer Strlcklett, years ago with 
the Brooklyn Superbas, made the 
epochal discovery that by moisten- 


ing a part of the ball and covering 
this moist spot with what may be 
called the "pitching fingers" a curve 
or what is called on the sand lots, a 
"straight drop" could 
be effected 
that was well nigh Impossible to hit. 


THE "SPIT 


BALL.»» 


This became known as the "spit- 
ball" and more than one pitcher has 
ridden to fame and glory with little 
of consequence in his pitching rep- 
ertory except that.

fosters rival interest« in the Adriatic, 
the 
Aegean, where 
she 
holds some 
Greek-speaking 
islands, 
and 
even 
in 
Asia Minor itself. 


"Roumania. however, may be compell- 
ed to fight with the allies, like Belgium, 
bfcatise of Teutonic aggression. 
But a 
diplomatic 
arrangement with 
Bulgaria 
for the passage of troops, and a forcible 
march through a 5fl-niile strip of Ser- 
liiii, would make an Attack upon Rou- 
nifuiia. unnecessnry. 


"For these reasons It would be very 
linsafe to predict the entrance into the 
Avnr of any of the Balkan states not 
T-ow rngaged. 
An.d eortainly the nnieh- 
talked-of revJval of the Balkan league 
lias very poor chances of being realized. 
Bulgaria is far too bitter and revenge- 
ful, Avhile the 'othfr iiiifions, though 
bound together by .tie.s of self-interest, 
even if not by ties of race, are 
not 
united in sympathy for the eause of the 
allies, Avho are the 
prime movers in 
tho move to reconstitute the league."

SOBMAROARW 


Washington Hears British 
Have Found a Way to 
Nullify It. 


By GUson Gardner. 
- Washington, Sept. 27.—Some remark- 
able reports in regard to the German 
tubmarine warfare are lindiaig 
their 
way to Washington. 
That the British 
have found a way to nullify the sub- 
marine activities is stated on e.vcellent 
authority. 
It is even stated that al- 
ready seventy per cent, of the German 
U-boats have been destroyed or cap- 
tured. 
Our state department unoificial- 
ly believes the U-boat failure more re- 
sponsible than anything else for 
the 
changed attitude of Germany and 
the 
Kaiser's 
wilUngnesa to abandon 
hia 
original position and go back to niter- 
national law in the matter of the right 
of search and the safety of neutral pas- 
sengers and cargoes. 


Every elVort has been made ,by the 
British authorities to keep from the pub- 
lie facts in regard to their handling of 
the U-boat menace. 
It is oasy to see 
why this should be so. 
The Germans 
were naturally most anxious to know of 
any new devices employed'or, planned to 
get their boats. 
Berlin is equally reti- 
cent in regard to the disappearance of 
their submaiines. 


The facts which stand out just now 
arc these: 
First, that for some time 
the news dispatches have failed to an- 
nounce the loss of any important ships 
by submarine attack in the vicinity of 
tiio British islands; second, the British 
have 
transported at leaat a million 
troops across the eliannei^ to 
France 
without losing a single transport; third, 
regular commtinieation by fast boat is 
maintaiued .even for missenge's, across 


British warship in the vicinity of the 
British islands, where the 
submarines 
have been principally ac|ii%"e, has been 
torpedoed; five, less than one per cent, 
of the ships making and leaving En- 
i^'lisli ports have been destroyed by the 
submarine campaign of the Germans. 


Question: 
How has this been brought 
about? 
What are thn British doing to 
meet the danger of the 
submarines? 
As tho story finds its way to Washing- 
ton, tliej' are doing several very effec- 
tive things. 
In the first place, it is 
found that the dirigible and the aero- 
plane are the natural enemies of the 
submarine. 
An airship hovering over 
the water can look down directly into 
the water and see below the surface 
as far as a submarine dives, Avhereas, 
a 
boat 
looking slantwise across 
the 
water cannot see below the surface. An 
aeroplane therefore, or a dirigible, is 
useful iu locating the submarine and at 
times even in dropping a bomb upon it. 
More effective, however, has been the 
work of the oil-burning, 
rapid scout 
boats, operating wire nets. 
These nets 
arc made of strong steel wire with a 
flfteen foot mesh with wooden bouys at 
the top and sinkers on the lower edge 
like a huge seine. 
They arc 170 yards 
long and approximately 50 feet from 
top to bottom. 
The submarine, through 
its periscope, is limited in its sight, be- 
ing able to see only about a mile or 
to sec smoke about three miles. 
Tlie 
scout boats, or their aeroplanes, are able 
to see the periscope of the submarine 
because of the wake It leaves in 
the 
water, and to chart its course. 
Then, 
'being much more rapid, the scout boats 
can head off the submarine, and taking a 
position three cfr four miles ahead un- 
olbserved, they drop the net, paying out 
some cable with bouys and retire. Pres- 
ently the submarine noses into the net 
an^ the scoufc boats return, close in 
the net. and dispose of the submarine 
at their , leisure. This method, it is said, 
has been used most successfully. 


Another instrument used against the 
iinjSmarinc is the high-powered gasoline 
boat aVined with on« light gun. 
Hun- 
dredH of theie scout in all direction» 
n«il if thcv se« a periicope a shot from 


small, offer n diflicult target. 


Still another plan has been to decoy 
the submarine. 
An attractive 
looking 
trawler is sent out or anchored where 
the presence of the submarine is sus-

QUIITHiyiS HOME 


Indiana Farmer Returns at 
Night and Shoots Un - 
welcome Visitor. 


Franklin, 
Ind., 
Sept. 
27.—CJiarles 
Adams, 38 years old, wag shot and killed 
Saturday night by Frank Sturgeon, when 
the latter returned, unexpectedl yto his 
home five miles east of this city and 
found Adams leaving his house by a 
rear door. A single shot was fired by 
Sturgeon, who was armed with a re- 
volver, and the bullet took effect slightly 
below Adams' heart. 
The wounded man 
died at 3 o'clock Sunday morning. 


Immediately after the shooting, Stur- 
geon left his home and walked a mile 
to the home of J'listice McClain, where 
he calmly called the sheriff of Johnson 
county, Easton Shipp, by phone, and 
told him what had occuiTed. 
He re- 
quested that the sheriff come out after 
him. 


Adams Found Dying. 


In 
the 
meantime 
physicians 
were 
called to the Sturgeon home by Mrs. 
Sturgeon. 
They arrived before the offi- 
cers and found that Adams had crawled 
from the back door through.the house to 
the front porch and was dying. 


When questioned as to what occurred, 
Adams is alleged to have told Deputy 
Sheriff Vandiveir that he and Sturgeon 
had met at the rear door of the Sturgeon 
house and that a scuffle ensited. 
Stur- 
gron. who is 51 years old, has been mar- 
ried for twenty-three years and a son 
Harry. 21 years old, lives in Indianapo- 
lis. 
Mrs. Sturgeon was formerly Miss 
Ida Brown, daugliter of Mr. and Mrs. 
James Brown, prominent Johnson coun- 
ty residents. 


Adams was 
unmarried 
and 
resided 
with Iiis brother, L ^ h Adams, on a farm 
near the Sturgeon place. 
He has been 
employed as a farm hand by Sturgeon 
at. irregular intervals for the last ten 
years, during which the intimacy be 
tween Iiim 
and 
^Irg. 
Sturgeon 
was 
marked, it i.s .said. 
Adams 
was dis- 
charged fnmi the Sturgeon farm last 
spring and tnld never to return on the 
premises again. 


Tt is generally understood that Adams 
for a. niunl)er nf years had been a fre 
quent secret caller at the Sturgeon home. 
It is said that Mrs. Sturgeon would sig- 
nal Adams, wlm resided close by, when 
lier husband left home by means of a 
lighted lamp which she Avould place at 
one of the wiiulows of her house.

dation is in Need of 


Now York, Sept. 27.— The TtockcMler 


Foundation, in making public its annual 
report, covering the time to the end of 


1914, tells what has been accomplished 
by its international health commission 
'm mitigating the ravages of the hook- 
worm disease in tropical countries. The 
report savs the relief and control of 
the disease is an undertaking of enor- 
mous magnitude, as the infection belts 
the globe in a zone on both sides of the 
equator sixty-six degrees wide, and with 
n population of about flOO million. 


In addition to the work undertaken in 


the British colonies, the commission 
has responded favorably to invitations 
from se.veral Central American coun- 
tries, and work has been inaugurated in 


Panama, Nicaragua, Costa Rica and 
Guatemala. 


In addition to carrying on its work in 


foreign 
ruuntri«'s, the 
international 


hi-altl] commission alxo has undertaken 
tu complete the programs of the Rocke- 
feller (Sanitary commission for the erad-

southern states. This program, the re- 
port states, did not contemplate com- 
plete eradication under the supervision 
nf tlic sanitary commission, lint aimed 
rather at a comprehensive demonstra- 
tion in each state, first of the presence 
of the discaso and secondly, of the meth- 
od nf treating and preventing it.

Jackson type knew positively that a 
pitcher could throw 
nothing over 


the plate except a straight fast one 
they would hit .500 or more each 
leason. It is because when they step 
to the bat they must forearm them- 
selves against a "spltter," a curve, a 
fadeaway, the "emery ball"—de- 
declared illegal—the "mud" ball- 
also declared illegal—ft fast one, a 
floater, a knuckle ball and a half

but it was so inordinately fast that 
he got by with it. It was not, how- 
ever, until Johnson 
developed a 


curve that he became a truly great 
pitcher. His curve today Is as sharp 
angled as anyone's. 


Mathewson can make a ball buck- 


jump through the heart of the plate 
as can Alexander. This fine ability 
to curve a ball, or mix it with their 


* fast ones, always with a full quota 


of control, is the secret of the pitch- 


ing success of Mathewson, Alexan- 
der and all masters of the art 


"Kickapoo" Summers, erstwhile of 


the' Detroit Tigers, had neither a ; 
good curve nor a fast one, but he 
brought into the league a knuckle- 
ball that made him a sensational 
baseball pitcher for a few seasons. 


This knuckle ball was produced by 
pressing tho fingernails and knuc- 
kles of the first tv/o fingers of the 
pitching hand against the ball and 
letting the spheroid slip off these 
points when delivered. The "Jump" 
produced by such delivery is amaz- 
ing. 


Elmer Strlcklett, years ago with 


the Brooklyn Superbas, made the 
epochal discovery that by moisten- 


ing a part of the ball and covering 
this moist spot with what may be 
called the "pitching fingers" a curve 
or what is called on the sand lots, a 
"straight drop" could be 
effected 


that was well nigh impossible to hit. 


THE "SPIT 
BAIL." 


This became known as the "spit- 


ball" and more than one pitcher has 
ridden to fame and glory with little 
of consequence in his pitching rep- 
ertory except that. 


Jack Chesbro, Russell Ford, Ed 


Walsh, Jeff Tesreau, Willie Doak, 
Eddie Cicotte, Joo Benz, Dick Ru- 
dolph, Boston Bill James, Fred 
Douglass, Larry Cheney, Jim Laven- 
der, have been and arc some of the 


more famous of the spit-ball twirl- 
ers. 


When the Chicago Sox and the 


Cubs fought for the world's cham- 
pionship in the year of 1906, the 
spit-ball was comparatively new and 
Ed Walsh 
then had gained such 


wonderful proficiency with this most 
dangerous of all balls that he made 
those redoubtable sluggers, Chacce, 
Schulte, Schcckard, Tinker, et. al., 
swing at balls that actually hit In 
front of the 
plato and 
bounded 


against Catcher Billy Sullivan's pro- 
tector. 


Ed 
Walsh probably was 
the 


strongest of all spit-ball pitcters, 
meaning in his ability to work more 
often than most of them. Under 


Fielder Jones, Walsh could be count- 
ed upon to pitch a full game ones 
every three days and probably upon 
one of the other two days he would 
be called upon for relief pitching. 
He literally threw his arm out for 
his ball club and is entitled now to 
all tho consideration 
he is being 


shown by Charles Comiskcy, the 
"Old Roman." 


THE"MUD 


BAIT,." 


Ed. Reulbach recently discovered 


a "mud" ball. Reulbach is the form- 
er Chicago Cub's star who is now in 
the Federal league with Newark. 
While experimenting, as pitchers 
usually are in "bull pen" practice, 
Reulbach found that by placing a 


small portion of mud on the ball soA 
covering this 
with his "pitching 


fingers" he could get much the effect 
on bis delivery that is achieved by 
spit-ball pitchers. Ho worked tne 
delivery successfully against tho St.

IN 1914_ilflEN8E 


Greater Than in Any Yea 


Prior o 1912, U. S. 


Report Shows. 


Washington, Sept. 27.—The value of 


the production of stone in the United 
States in 1914 reached the threat total of 
$77,412,202, according to a statement of 
G. F. Ixntghlin, made public by 
the 


United 
States 
geological 
survey—a 


greater production than in any year 
prior to 1912, though It was slightly less 
than tho output of that year and about 
7 per cent, less than that in 1H13. 


Pennsylvania hae always 
held 
first 


rank among the stone-producing states 
—except in the year 1»08, when Vermont 
reported the largest production—and in 
IJU4 it produced more: than 10 per cent- 
of the. total of the entire United States. 
Vermont was second, with over 8 per 
ce-nt. Other large stone-producing states, 
named in order of output, were 
New 


York, Ohio, California, Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts, Illinois, Wisconsin, Missouri, I 
Georgia and 
Virginia, each of which 


produced stone valued at more than %-,- 
000.000. In 1013 the leading states were 
Pennsylvania, 
Vermont,

York, 


Ohio, "Indiana, Illinois, California, Mas- 
sachusetts, Missouri, Wisconsin, Georgia 
and Tennessee.

Tennessee, which 
ranked with the above states in 1014, 
fell below the $2,000,000 mark in 1014, 
nnd dropped from twelfth to thirteenth 
place. Thirteen states in both 1013 ftud 
1014 produced stone valued at between 
$1.000,000 and $2,000,000.

Question: How has this been brought 


about? What are the British doing to 
meet the danger of the submarines? 
As the story finds its way to Washing- 
ton, they are doing several very effec- 
tive things. 
In the first place, it is 


found that the dirigible and the aero- 
plane are the natural enemies of the 
submarine. 
An- airship hovering over 


the water can look down directly into 
the water and see below the 
surface 


as. far as a submarine dives, whereas, 
a boat looking slantwise across tlie 
v.-afer cannot sec below the surface. An 
aeroplane therefore, or a dirigible, is 
useful in locating the submarine snd at 
times even in dropping a bomb upon it. 
More effective, however, has been the 
work of the oil-burning, 
rapid scout 


boats,, operating wire nets. These nets 
arc made of strong steel wire with a 
ifteen foot mesh with wooden bouys at 
the top and sinkers on the lower edge 
,ikc a huge seine. They are 170 yards 
long ami approximately nO feet from 
Lop to bottom. 
The submarine, through 


its periscope, is limited in its sight, be- 
ing able to see only about a mile or] 


sec smoke about, three miles. 
The 


F.cout boats, or their acrff|>lanes. are able 
to see the periscope of the submarine 
because of the wake It leaves in 
the 


water, and to chart its course. 
Then, 


being much more, rapid, the scout boats 
can head off the submarine, and taking n 
position three or four miles ahead un- 
observed, Ihcv drop the net, paying out 
some cable with bouys and retire. I'res- 
cHlv the submarine noses into the net 
and the 
scout, boats return, close in 


the net,, and dispose of the submarine 
at. their leisure. This method, it is said, 
has been used most successfully. 


Another instrument used against the 


snhiviar.,inc is the high-powered gasoline 
boat armed with one light gun. 
Hun- 


dreds of the«c scout in all directions 
and if they ,«CP a periscope a shot, f(rom 
the gun does (he business. 
They'cnn 


run away from the submarine and being 


small, offer a difficult target. 


Still another plan has been to decoy 


the submarine. 
An attractive looking 


trawler is sent out or anchored where 
the presence of the submarine is sus- 
pected and when the latter rises to 
torpedo it, a gun is unmasked and gets 
in the first shot. One story is told of a 
deeoV co-operating near an estuary with 
an aeroplane. 
On the decoy the sail- 


ors were hanging out a washing. When 
they observed the submarine approach- 
ing, in accordance with a. plan, a. red 
shirt was hung on the line and at the' 
signal an aeroplane darted .from behind 
a "bill where it had been in wait and 
dropped ft bomb on the submarine. Stor- 
ies tell also of fixed nets at certain 
points into which the submarines are 
led by a boat ostensibly endeavoring to 
escape.

KILLS MAN HE FINDS 


QUITWHIS HOME 


Indiana Farmer Returns at 


Night and Shoots Un- 


welcome Visitor. 


Franklin, 
Ind., 
Sept. 
27.—Charles 


Adams, 38 years old, was shot and killed 
Saturday night by Frank Sturgeon, when 
the latter returned unexpected! yto MB 
home five miles east of this city and 
found Adams leaving his house by a. 
rear door. A single shot was fired by 
Sturgeon, who was armed with a re- 
volver, and the bullet tooK effect slightly 
below Adams' heart. The wounded man 
died at 3 o'clock Sunday morning. 


Immediately after the shooting. Stur- 


geon left his" home and walked a mile 
to the home of J'usticc McClain, where 
hr calmly called the sheriff of Johnson 
county, Eaaton Shipp, by phone, "and 
told him what had occurred. 
He re- 


quested that the sheriff come out after 
him. 
Adams Found Dying. 


Tn the 
meantime physicians were 


called to the Sturgeon home by Mrs. 
Sturgeon. They arrived before the offi- 
cers and found'that Adams had crawled 
from the bark door through the house to 
the front porch and was dying. 


When questioned as to what occurred, 


Adams is alleged to have told Deputy 
Sheriff Vamliveir that Ire and Sturgeon 
had mot at the rear door of the Sturgeon 
house and that a scuffle ensued. Stur- 
geon, who is 51 years old, has been mar- 
ried for twenty-three years and a son 
Harry. 21 years old, lives in Indianapo- 
lis. "Mrs. Sturgeon was formerly Jliss 
Ida Brmvn, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
.Tames Brown, prominent Johnson coun- 
ty resident!?. 


Adams was unmarried and resided 


with his brother. Lash Adams, on a farm 
near the Sturgeon place. He has been 
employed as a farm hand by Sturgeon 
at irregular intervals for the last ten 
years, during which the intimacy be- 
tween him 
and Mrs. Sturgeon 
was 


marked, it is said. 
Adams was dis- 


charged from Hie Sturgeon farm last 
spring and told never to return on the 
promises again. 


It is generally understood that Adams 


for a number of years had been a fre- 
quent secret caller at the Sturgeon home. 
It is said that Mrs. Sturgeon would sig- 
nal Adams, who resided close by, when 
her husband left horns by means of a 
lighted lamp which she would place at 
one of the windows of her house.
